Nursing faculty members hold state positions 



Two Avila nursing faculty 
members have recently been 
elected to the positions of 
president and treasurer of 
the Missouri Nursing Asso- 
ciation, (MONA). 

Nancy Barr, who will serve 
a two-year term as MONA 
president with the possibility 
of being re-elected for an 
additional two years, is be- 
ginning her fourth year at 
Avila as the Project Director 
for Re-entry into the Nursing 
Program. 

Mary Fran Roberts, who 
will also serve a two-year 
term as MONA treasurer 
with the possibility for re- 
election, has been at Avila 
for twelve years as the Coor- 
dinator of Mental Health, 
Nursing. 

Both women enjoy nurs- 
ing and anticipate the chal- 
lenge and adventure their 
roles offer them. 

Nancy Barr grew up in 



Marshall, Missouri and moved 
to Kansas City over twenty 
years ago. She attended St. 
Mary Hospital School of 
Nursing and received her 
Bachelor of Science and 
Nursing degree in 1975 from 
Avila. 

She decided to go into the 
nursing profession because 
she always wanted to help 
her fellow man; she felt that 
nurses made many contribu- 
tions important to society. 

As president, Nancy Barr 
said her primary responsibil- 
ities are to “preside at the 
board meetings of MONA, 
chair executive meetings of 
MONA, determine the con- 
cerns of Missouri nurses as 
they relate to nursing issues, 
and developstrategiesfor 
resolving issues." 

In addition, she will pro- 
mote the image of nursing 
and identify MONA as a 
strong voice for health care 



issues in Missouri. She will 
also represent the state of 
Missouri at the American 
Nursing Association meet- 
ing and represent the nurs- 
ing association at civic and 
social functions as well as at 
conferences where other 
health care professionals 
are involved. 

Mrs. Barr is looking for- 
ward to the "challenge of 
being president” as well as 
to being able to make a sig- 
nificant impact and contri- 
bution to the state of the art 
of nursing in Missouri. 

Mary Fran Roberts, the 
newly elected treasurer of 
MONA, grew up in St. Joseph, 
Missouri and moved to Kan- 
sas City twenty years ago. 
She received her Masters in 
Nursing from the University 
of Kansas. 

As a result of World War II, 
she became interested in the 
nursing profession because 



she felt it was the best way 
she could serve her country. 
Although Mary Fran entered 
the profession with fear and 
trepidation, she found that 
she liked it from the start. 

Mrs. Roberts said her main 
duty as treasurer is to 
"develop a budget that will 
keep our operating expenses 
within our means”. Money is 
needed for a variety of func- 
tions. 

It is needed to support 
MONA’s state office in Jef- 
ferson City and for lobbying 
at the state legislature for 
nursing interests. 

MONA is the state affiliate 
of the American Nurses 
Association and, as such, is 
the official representative of 
nursing in the United States 
for registered nurses. 

With 3300 members, MONA 
is the largest group of organ- 
ized nurses in the state of 
Missouri and considers itself 



the spokes-person for nurs- 
ing issues in Missouri. 

Membership in the organ- 
ization is strictly voluntary, 
based on an ability to pay 
dues to the organization. 
These dues are used in man- 
aging executive offices and 
personnel, lobbying, provid- 
ing operational fees, retain- 
ing a lawyer, and supporting 
nurses in activities that 
strengthen MONA's mission. 

in aaoition, the dues are 
used to finance a legislative 
bulletin and a magazine, 
which is published fourtimes 
a year. 

Nancy Barr emphasized 
the support she has received 
at Avila will make her role as 
MONA president easier. 
MONA, which was originally 
organized in Kansas City, 
has not had a president elect- 
ed from Kansas City in the 
past thirty years, so this is a 
special honor.

Lora, Maria, 
and Lynn represented Avila 
at a weekend for college 
students held at Shalom 
Catholic Worker House on 
October 21-23. 

They had the opportunity 
to participate in an alterna- 
tive way of life dedicated to 
the poor and to peace. Dur- 
ing the weekend they lived, 
ate, worked, and prayed with 
the poor as well as explored 
their own personal values.

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Four nursing students 
Earn V.A. scholarships 



The professional nursing 
staff of the nation’s largest 
health care system was aug- 
mented when Everett Alvarez, 
Jr., Deputy Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, formally 
awarded scholarship con- 
tracts to four Avila nursing 
students of the 341 selectees 
in the second year of the 
agency's Health Profession- 
al Scholarship Program. 

The four Avila nursing 
students receiving the schol- 
arships are Nancy Elizabeth 
Forsythe, Sandy K. Schmid, 
Roberta Seger, and Cheryl 
Hernandez. 

Funded for $6.2 million 
this year, the Congression- 
ally established program 
provides support for bacca- 
laureate and master’s nurs- 
ing students on a pay-back- 
in-service basis. Last year, 
344 awards were made, and 
about a third of those awar- 



dees have had arrangements 
made for their service obli- 
gation. In return for each 
year of the scholarship — 
which provides tuition, edu- 
cational expenses and a 
monthly stipend — partici- 
pants serve one year as full- 
time registered nurses in VA 
medical centers, with a min- 
imum obligation of two years. 

The new awards were an- 
nounced at a special cerem- 
ony in Washington, D.C., 
attended by members of the 
Veterans Affairs Committees 
of both the House and the 
Senate, officials from nation- 
al nursing organizations and 
professional societies, Alvarez, 
and VA's Chief Medical Direc- 
tor Donald L. Custis, M.D. 

Scholarship participants 
entered into contracts with 
the agency to receive educa- 
tional support for the school 
term that began this fall. One

hundred and one participants 
received one-yearscholar- 
ships; 240 received scholar- 
ships for more than one 
year. The average amount of 
support provided this year’s 
participants is $18,000. 

Emphasizing the program’s 
value as an employee reten- 
tion tool, Dr. Custis noted 
that 55 VA-employed nurses 
are recipients of this year's 
scholarships. The agency 
employs 30,000 professional 
nurses. 

Three hundred and seven 
of this year’s participants are 
seeking baccalaureate de- 
grees; 34 are studying for 
their master's degrees. The 
master’s students are pursu- 
ing specialties particularly 
needed by the VA, including 
gerontology, medical/surgi- 
cal and adult psychiatric/- 
mental health, and nursing 
administration.
